affetted me very fenfibly. Iwas moved with compdflion, and chatyed 
myfelf as if acceflary to what now appeared to be a cruel murder, and en- 
deavoured to ptevail on the hunter to fave its life; but to no effect! for 
by habit he had become infenfible to compaffion towards the brute crea- 
tion. Being now within a few yards of the harmlefs devoted vittim, he 


fired, and laid it dead, upon the body of the dam. .

HE deftruétion of Peach Trees in many parts of the country, is found 
to proceed from a worm, which cat between the bark andthe wood. 

The fituation of the animal is never.more that two inches below, or five’ 
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inthe’ above the furface of the earth, The wound which they make cauk? 
a,conitant bleeding: of the gummy jwices of the tree, which thus dies’ for 
want of nourifhment, They may be carefully dug out with the point of a q 
pen-knifé; but as this is a troublefome operation, on account of their 
number, the preferable method is to anoint the partof the tree lable to’ 
be injured, three or four times in‘the courfe of the fummer with’the fol- 

lowing unguent, ) 

R, Two pounds of Hogs Lard or fat, one quarter of a pound of Crude 
Mercury, g¢ind them for fome hours in an iron mortar, until thoroughly - 
mixed, ‘The above quantity will be fuficient to preferve a great number 
of trees.

It was foratime difhculrto conjefture, whether Rufha, whofe fitua- 
tion 1s fo-far from France, had any oftentible foundation for meddling in’ 
the affairs of that kingdom ; but advices from Ratifbon explain it. The 
ile&or of ‘Treves has noticed to the Diet, that, in confequence of the pre- 
fent fituation of France; he has demanded the fupport arid proteftion of 
Ruta: And’he defirés that the other Princes and States of the Empire,’ 
éxpofed to the fame datiger, will follow his example. It is to this cir- 
cumftance they afcribe the return of Baron d’Affebourg, Minifter of the’ 
#mprel$ of Rutlia, who arrived at Ratifbon the 1 3th November, ‘frem ‘his 
efate near Halberftads,: 
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Orn the 16th following, he vitited all the other Mimifters without any 

revious notice ; and better to found the intervention of the court ef 
Peterfburgh, they claim its guarantee of the treaty of Teffchen, in confe- 
@uence of that of Weltphalia being concluded therein verbatim ; from 
avhence they draw this cortlufion, that the gaurantee of the one necc!- 
farily guarantees the other in all its articles and parts, If this reafoning ts 
guit, it muft follow that Sweden, guarantee to the peace of fers er 
has a more dire& and juft title to fupport the maintenance of the itipula- 
tions in it; and that it is lefs furprifing at Sweden taking a part than 
Ruflia, who was firft to fend a public Minifter to the fugitive Princes at 
Worms and Coblentz. 

Baron d’Oxenttiern, the Swedifh Minifter to the Diet, inftead of pro- 
ceeding to Lifbon in that quality as firft ordered, on the 8th init, 
en the arrival of acourier from Stoekhglm, left Ratifbon to proceed to 
Coblentz, in order to fulfil a fecret commiffion with the Brothers of the 
King of the French, and with orders, to aft in concert with Count Ro- 
Mmanzow, the Ruflian Minitfter, 

The minifter to the Ele&tor of Mayence has alfo notified to the Diet of 
Ratifbon, and to the Minifters ef the other Princes in the circle of the 
Lawer Rhine, “ That his Ele@oral Highnefs was ready to concur in the 
execution of the projeé&t which the Elettor Palatine propofed fome time 
ago, of confiderably augmenting the duties on the importation of French 
amerchandife, as reprifals forthe French having cr sa ster their barriers 

uite to the frontiers.” 

The diametrically oppofite condu& of the Princes of the Empire to 
that of their Chief, feems fo evidently defigned to provoke hoftilities cn 
the part of France that it cannot be regarded but as an agereflion. On 
this tooting the Kingot the French has thanked the Emperer for his care in 
removing all the diiquictudes from the Belgic Provinces, and requetted 
him to ufe his good othces and authority interpafing in the empire, that 
she laws and treaties which guarantee the general peace and tranquillity 
may be obferved. 

Independent of this ep, he has applied direftly to the Ele&tor of Tree 
ves, to caufe all hoftile preperations of the emigrants to ccafe, and care- 
fully prevent them in future. The {gme requeft has alfo been made to 
the Prince, Bifhep of Worms; and therefore, if a war takes place, the

“Refolved, That this Houfe hath received, with fentiments of high 
fatisfattion, the notification of the King of the French, of his acceptance 
ef the Conftitution prefented to him an the name of tie nation; and 
that the Prefident of the United States be requefted, in his anfwer to the 
faid notification, to exprels ‘the fincere participation of the Houfe, in the 
interefts of the French nation, on this great and important cvent; and 
their wifh, that the wifdom and magnanimity difpinyed in the formation 
and acceptance of the Conftitution, may be rewarded by the moft per- 
feet attainment of its objeét, the permanent happiucfs of fo great a peo-

A motion, made for the commitment of this refolution, paffed in the 
negative ; yeas, 17; nays, 35. 

A debate of confiderapble length, and of a very interefting nature, then 
‘took place on the adoption of the refolution; after which a divifion of 
the queftion being called for, the-Houfe agréed to the firft part, as far as 
the words “zmportant event’ inclufive, Yeas, 50; nays, 2. . 

The queftion was then taken on the remaining part ‘of ‘the refolutyon 
and -alfo paffed in the affirmative, Yers, 36; nays, 16.

_ tohas friend in Montgomery county, Pennfylvania. 

‘When weentered the Ouabache river it was full of floating ice, 
Major Hamtramack, with whom I came, had about 50 men; we had 170 
smiles to afcend the river in this Gtuation, and we had but ten days pro- 
vifion. About 200 Pyankefhaw Indians, who had heard of the defeat 
of the army, and that their prifoners were hanged at Fort-Wafhington, 
fell in with us: we happened fortunately to have two Indians with us 
who had been up to Fort-Washington to fec their friends, who were tak- 
en by General Scott and General Wilkinfon ; thefe two informed their 
brethren, that their prifoners had not been hanged, as hasbeen told them, 
but were well treated, chis pleafed them. But itill we apprehended they 
might wifh to take fome wrore® which they could offer in exchange for 
their wives and children, and there were three or four of them to one of 
ms. To account for it, I canngt, but the fa& is, they were very kind to 
us, gave us plenty of frefh meat, and all the affiftance they could in com- 
ing up. God grant they may always continue in this difpofition,
